Cear’s Consent to Seheme Bought 
- by Promise of Giftof Lyn- 
Blond. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
LONDON, July 29.—All Europe is anxiously 
waiting to see where and when the Kaiser's 
hand next will be shown. The opinion is dis- 
tinctly growing that at the meeting between 
the kaiser and the czar: thé kaiser put for- 
ward prominently the Scandinavian question. 
It is. no secret that he is increasingly anxious 


} to-form a Scandinavian dreibund. 


A writer tn the Echo de Paris yesterday 
outines the German scheme in this connec- 
tion in an article which has attracted much 
attention. Referring to Emperor William's 
anxiety to create a Scandinavian confedera- 
tion, of which he would be the great pro- 


tector, thé article proceeds: 


“ His candidate for the Norwegian throne 
would not be a Hohenzoliern but.a Danish 
prince. That candidature woyld be an ex- 
cellent means of reconciling Germany to 
Denmark. Of course such a combination 
necessarily would excite the distrust of 
Russia, who would, aga matter of fact, have 
much to lose and little to gain from the con- | 
stitution of a united Scandinavia, whose 
sympathies she could never secure. 


Gives Russia New. Port. | 

“ Tt is therefore necessary for the kaiser to 
speek some ingenious means of diminishing 
Russian. mistrust by offering serious com- 
pensation. It would consist of proposing to 
the czar, with the consent of Norway, a reo- 
“tification of the frontier, which would give 
Russia Lyngen Fiord, a magnificent ice free 
roadstead on the Norwegian west coast. 

“ The strangest feature of the matter is the 
fact that Russia long has been desirous of oc- 
cupying Lyngen Fiord,‘that desire having 
been one of ‘the causes of the Crimean war. 

‘““Note the marvelous machiaveliianismn of 
the German policy, which, in endeavoring to 
revive the question of Lyngen Fiord, hopes, 
while facilitating the Scandinavian scheme, 
to create a serious source of friction between 
Russie and England. The visit 6f the kaiser . 
to Copenhagen, immediately following the 
conference with the czar, gives striking con- 
fo the German. schemes just set 


Kaiser’s Hand Is Seen. 

The chief topic in European capitals the 
last week is the meeting of the czar and 
kaiser. In the complete absence of any au- 
thoritative information as to what took place 
speculation has covered every possible cor- 
ner of the European political arena. It now 
is universally accepted that the interview 
was arranged on the kaiser’s initiative, and 
this bas increased the deep feeling of un- 
easiness which this restless and powerful 
statesmnan's actions have inspired from one 
end of Europe to the other.

Reiterates Incompetence Charge. 
In a counter reply to Gov. Blanchard this 
afternoon, Gov. Vardaman reiterates his 
charge of incomipetence against the health 
officials of New Orleans and Louisiana. He 
says: 

“I hardly can think the governor of 
Louisiana necds any proof of the charges 
against the health officials of Louisiana. I 
believe, and I think everybody else believes, 
that they knew that there were a great many 
cases of yellow fever in the city of New 
Orleans long before the official announce- 
ment of the fact was made one week ago 
today. 

“This is a serious matter, which affects 
Mississippi as well as Louisiana. [If this 
threatened plague shall spread through Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, and the rural districts of 
Louisiana, it will be due,in my judgment, to 
the failure of the health officers in New 
‘Orleans and the chief health officers of the 
etate of Louisiana to sound the note of warn- 
ing when it should have been sounded. 

“ T would not do any man an injustice, but 
I féel that the wrong done the people of Mis- 
sissippi is due to the negiect of duty or the 
incompetence of these men.” 

The marine hospital service has all the 
detention camps now, and. these are filled.

before going into Mississippi, Alabama, or 
Texas. 

One Man Finds Thirty New Cases. 
The most remarkable bit of work done thus 
far wae that accomplished today by As- 
sistant Surgeon Farrar Richardson, who has 
been placed in complete charge of the sanita- 
tion and search through the infected area.

PLAGUE SHOWS IN NEW YORK? 


Twenty-five Cases of Possible Yellow 
Fever Taken from Southern Steam- 
ships—Two Seriously | 


New York, July 29.—With no less thas 
twenty-five cases of -possible yellow fever 
détained under observation on the quaran- 
tine islands, Dr, A: H. Doty, health officer 
of the port, said tonight that twenty-four 
‘hours ‘must elapse before it could be deter- 
‘mined absolutely by bacteriological tests 
whether any of the suspects were infected 
with the plague. 

Two sailors, both apparently seriously lL, 
were taken today from the steamer 
gurnca, which, arrived from Colon, and iso- 
lated in the pesthouse on Swinburne island. 
‘Right more of the crew, who had been iP 
during the voyage, but were, convalescent, 

and seven passengers, two from the cabin, 
all of whom showed increased temperatures, 
|-were taken to Hoffman isiand for detenjjori 
‘until the results of blood examinations are 
| known. 

In addition to these, two suspects were 
‘tuken to Hoffman island today from the 
stearner EI Dorado, from New Orleans, and 
there remain on the island six cases from 
the steamer Avona, which recently arrived 
from Colon. 

All the suspects held yesterday from the

WOULD ‘VENTILATE CITY. 


Expert Says Air Should Be Tubed 
from Country Into Crowded 
Districts.

LONDON, July 20.—Hereafter t would 

seem that London in particular is to be 
known by @ new name, and that new 
name one coined at a public health congress 
this week. Dr. Des Voeux lectured on the 
coal smoke abatement and coined, amid ap- 
‘plause, the new word, “ smog,”" which is a 
compound of smoke and fog. 

There again the old charge against London 
of being old fashioned and out of date was 
leveled at her, for, said Des Voeux, if the 
obsolete kitchen fire were abolished there 
would be less smog. In fact, Des Voeux pro- 
fessed to be able to detect three distinct 
diurnal smogs—breakfast, luncheon, and din- 
ner smogs. To this added the Hon. Rollo 
Russell, they cost the metropolis £5,200,000 
every year, in addition to the deterioration 
of health and-the depression of spirits. 

Says London Poor Are Smothering. 

Following the talk about smoke and how 
to get rid of it, another indictment was 
brought against London. This is in regard 
to its vitiated atmosphere, smog or no 
smog. Dr. T. Glover Lyon drew a lurid 
picture of life in the center of London not 
calculated to encourage visitors to stop long 
in the town. Owing to the deficient air 
supply, he said, London was quite unfit as 
a dwelling place for men and women who 
are engaged in intellectual pursuits, and it 
was impossible to get conditions proper for 
the rearing of children, es both the infant 
mortality and the sickly looks of those who 
lived testified. The emall gardens and parks 
are quite inadequate to allow a blast of pure 
air to enter, and the consequence was Lon- 
don is killing its children and allowing weak 
children to grow up to die miserable deaths. 

The remedy suggested by this eminent doc- 
tor of chest diseases was that fresh air 
should be: brought to London by means of 
tube railways, through which it.could be 
pumped, and by means of which the impure 
air could be removed. The large buildings, 
also, he said, should be split up into venti- 
lating units, for, as arranged at present, the 
upper parts were-.fouled by the air from the 


‘lower and the leeward side by the windward. 


’ Heat Kills Because of Moisture. 
Though no new thermometric record has 
been created there is no gainsaying that 
such heat as London has been suffering from 
during the last week has been more trying 
than has been experienced by the resent 
generation at least. 

The air has been unusually moist, the 

heat making one physically weak and de- 
preseed in spirit. 
It was well that business was slack, for 
there is hardly an office in the city. where 
the staff of clerks has not been reduced 
through illness caused by the heat. A Lon- 
don coroner remarked at an inquest that he | 
didn’t remember a season of so many sui- 
cides all caused by the depressing heat ana 
accidents to have been so numerous. ¢«. 

The fact that the ambulance service has 
been hardly adequate in some quarters to 
meet the demands throws a peculiar light 
om the action this week of the finanee com- 
mittee of the London county council, which 
refused to sanction a plan for the institu- 
tion of a public ambulance service,.or at 
any rate decided that it must be dropped 
for the present. This was, the committee 
states, on purely financial grounds, for the 
council has.yet to discover how it stands in 
regard to the extraordinary expenditure in 
‘the Holborn to the Strand improvements, 
and the fact that the building sites in Kings- 
way and Aldywich are not being taken up 
with that readiness which was anticipated. 

Meanwhile, because the cowncil can’t see 
its way to sanction the expenditure of some 


few thousands for a much needed public 


want, after having sunk millions in im- 
provements which are not widely appre- 
ciated, it is likely there will be more in- 
cidents like that recorded in one newspaper, 
in which an injured man was wheeled four 
miles to a hospital in an uncomfortable 
springless police handcart.

MICROBES LURK ABOUT DOORS. 


LONDON, July 29.—Death on the door 
handle is the moral of an article which ap- 
pears in this week’s Lancet. 

A dirty door handle, it appears, is as dan- 
gerous as a bubonic rat, while many knobs 
that present a bright and shining appear- 
ance Owing to constant use may yet be the 
vehicles of a deadly epidemic. 

“From a strictly bacteriological point of 
view,”’ says the Lancet, “all door handles, 
even those which present a clean and pol- 
ished appearance, are probably dirty. Gan 
stant contact with the hand means contam- 

tion sooner or later, and the kind and 
degree of contarmination depend, of course, 
‘upon the conditions to which the hand has 
been exposed.” 

Thus the man who “ polished up the hendle 


} of the big front door” was not only taking

The Lancet contemplates an era when the 
dangerous door handle may be abolished 
altogether. 

“There is much to be said in favor of a 
foot lever for opening doors,” suggests the 
writer, “as there is in the case of a foot 
lever instead of taps in the lavatory, but 
perhaps there might be difficulties in the ap- 
plication of this to railway carriages.”’ 

The worst specimens of door handles are to 
be encountered on railway trains, especially 
on the underground.

; Four Ways to Get Plump Face. 


What does the duchess do to keep her face fat is-often 
usked. And there are various replies. A maid who once 
worked for her, and who left to set up a beauty establish- 
ment, and who now has some of the best society people in 
London, says there are four ways by which London society 


-women make the cheeks plump without plumping the figure. 


The first method of face plumping is by wearing plumpers 
in the face. This is objectionable and is only done when the 
face is thin and the cheeks-hollow. The plumpers, which are 
made of wads of cotton shaped to fit the chéeks, are renewed 
twice a day. They give the almost babyish contour of cheek 
which is so much admired this season. . 

The second method of plumping the cheeks is by madsage. 
The cheeks are pinched and pinched, not roughly, for this 
takes off the fat, but lightly and with the finger tips. This 


is the Japanese method. It is the method by which the fat: 


faced Japanese women keep the cheeks round and pretty. No 
matter how old a Japanese woman may be, she has plump, 
pretty cheeks.

How to Rub in Skin. Foods. 


There is another method of fattening, and that is knead- 
ing cold cream intb the face. The skin is heated hot with hot 
cloths, Then, while it is hot and pink, the cold cream is 
rubbed in. This method is open to the objection of bringing 
out superfluous hair upon the face. But if a raw eucumber 
is rubbed in directly afterwards, this is all neutralized. The 
acid of the cucuniber will kill the cold cream as far as the 
growth of superfluous hair is concerned. 

The easiest of all the methods is that of rubbing cold 
cream in at night, and it is the one that is surest. It is posi-
